The Now York Times tliis morning sum-

The order requiring the board of 
canvassers to show cause why a mandamus 
should not issoe, ordering it to commence 
the canvass of the vote forthwith, was not 
referred to,tho Court adjourning at tho close 
of tho arguments of the government's case.

UNBELIEF IN THE OLD BIBLE. 


The bishop of Gloucester, ami Bristol has 


been 
delivering » suries 
of 
thought- 


ful fitlilro.sses on iho prevalent unbelief of 
tho day, iu which ho describes that unbfl- 
Hof OH "rather A vogue niid driftjess tendency 
than it fixed state of mind; nay, tlio unbo- 
litivora, ho says, have so completely suc- 
ceeded iu ftuspendiug thoir judgmout that 
they hardly bcliove even hi their own im- 
belief. JIo traces this condition of things 
chiefly to three caiwofi—to tho impression, 
produced by the historical 
criticism of 


modern times, of tho vast uncertainty at- 
tending all ancient history, aud especially all 
history involving stories of miracles; to tho 
advance of scientific notions which sceui to 
dispense with the creative energy of God; 
and to tho new intensity with which tho 
enigmas of life, the inor.il and metuphyHicul 
difficulties involved in the origin of evil, are 
urged upon tho imagination of all of us. 


For our own parts, while we accept what 


Bishop Ellicott says of the unique character 
of the Old Testament history; while wo 
cordially believe that its continuous nnd in- 
delible realism in painting man, and its 
constant and deep belief in the providence 
of God afford a testimony at onco ,to tho 
honesty of tho 
narratives and the deep 


foundation of Hebrew history in a genuine 
revelation, wo cannot recognize any feature 
in it which should assure us against those 
groat mistakes of detail which occur in all 
other history, especially as wo do find here 
and there those remarkable inconsistencies 
between one part of the history and an- 
other which are characteristic of all human 
authorship, and especially of tho authorship 
of nn unpractised nnd easily believing age. 
It sfioms" to us that historical criticism 
makes an unanswerable case against tho 
habit of assigning anything like very high 
authority ns to detail to such histories as 
Iho earlier narratives of the Old Testament, 
aud thnt no one can reasonably believe in 
any very high authority for them except on 
some such ground as the infallibility of tho 
church, whoso canonical 
scriptures they 


form. But as wo cannot 
KPO auy proof of 


such infallibility, 
and, indeed, liud iu 


tht! Old Testament histories much which is 
quite incousifitcut with it, wo should say 
that, on tho whole, tho kind of hesitation 
which historical criticism has taught us in 
accepting tho details of Old Testament his- 
tory— especially tho early history—is well 
justified. Xot tho less we should maintain 
that tho coherent belief oi' tho prophets nnd 
historians in the Divine purpose which 
formed Israel into a distinct people, and 
moulded it for a special function in tho life 
of the world— a belief which shines through 
ail the early trnuiiious, tho wirly records, 
Hiiil tho early poems of Iho people as cleurly 
ns through its Idlest prophecies—is good 
aud striking evidence that they wero n peo- 
ple chosou to God to understand his charac- 
ter nnd declare it to tho rest of tho earth; 
and that their national character had been 
formed—if not ex.ictly by tho eiperionce 
more or less closely 
resembliug 
it in 


tho confidence 
it 
had given 
them in 


the mighty hand and outstretched arm. of 
Jcbovah—for tho very purpose fur which 
it was ultimately used by the divine- power. 
It is quito one thing to say that all theso 
curious old books, full of tho evidence of 
huiunn imperfection, not only in the bub- 
jects treated, but in tho persons who treated 
them, aro to bo implicitly trusted ns ac- 
curate records, —though they neither claim 
inspiration for themselves nor show nuy 
trace of completeness nnd exceptional ac- 
curacy,—and quite nuolher and n very dif- 
ferent thing indeed to accept them heartily 
aa the reflection of a true faith, extending 
through many ages, in,tho guiding hand of 
a God who was not only teaching tho peo- 
ple whoso history they umbody iho IOKUUU 
of righteoiiBiic-Rs. t,but tilling them with tho 
expectation of a destiny which would, 
through their race, bring life and light and 
hope in n broad stream of regenerating 
power into the world.—[Spectator.
